"SKYRIDE" 

by 

JOHN G. SPADONE 

How many of you remember, or rode on the “Skyride", in boatshape cars, 
at the 1933-34 Chicago World Fair? 

Do you know how many different "Skyrode", elongates were rolled as 
souvenirs? 

The "Skyride" mainland tower was near the southend of the "Avenue of 
Flags". The steel towers were 628 feet high, and considered one of 
the highest structures. The aerial cable track of the "Skyride" 
crosses the Lagoon at the 210 foot level and the trip was 1850 feet 
between towers. The observation platforms on the tower tops provided a 
magnificent view of the Fair, with the lake on one side and buildings 
on the other. The night scene was spectacular with moving colored 
lights. The Tower top had a soft light green, the platform was 
circled with crimson lights and thousands of bulbs outlining the 
network of cables against the night sky. 

The "Skyride" was one of the outstanding engineering works of the 
century and made possible by five companies, The Great Lake Dredge and 
Dock Company, Mississippi Valley Structure Steel Co., Inland Steel 
Co., Otis Steel Co., and John Roebling’s sons Co. 

The network of steel cables connecting them was one of the world’s 
longest suspension bridges, equal in length to the Ambassador Bridge 
at Detroit connecting the United States and Canada. 

During the 1933 Fair 2,616,389 people went up the towers and crossed, 
in observation cars. Would like to hear from anyone that was the 1933—

While attempting to straighten up my hobby room - “office" on a late 
October day, 1990, I happened upon a two-sheet newsletter of the now 
defunct American Elongated Coin Association of 1965-1966. It 
contained a roster of current members, and Ralph J. Jones, Sr. Was the 
president.

Using the zoom xerox, I enlarged the DAV emblem to about 6 inches in 

diameter. By placing the enlarged emblem on the light box, the major 

details of the design were traced, thus converting the design to black 

on white. The lines of the primary portions of design were then 

broadened and strengthened. Next, I reduced the design to a size 

that could be placed on an 8X10 inch elongated border. The words, 

"Disabled American Veterans", were also traced and arranged on the 

elongated coin artwork. This retained the style of the official 
lettering. 

Four variations of the elongated design were produced. Three designs 
incorporated the modern DAV lettering found in the masthead of the DAV 
Magazine. I elected to go with the design that maintains the 
traditional basic emblem and fits in with the existing American Legion 
and VFW elongateds. WHICH DO YOU LIKE BEST? 

I've put together a presentation card of various elongated coins that 
support and reinforce the US Veterans Organizations. I'd put in an 
Apple pie elongate if I could locate one, to represent Americana like 
the Frontier Colt and 1957 Chevy! This group of coins tells a story 
and will look great in any collection.
